The  grounds  are  now  more  symmetrical 
and  much  more  beautiful  than  before. 


With  the  closing  of  the  school  year,  we  regret 
to  learn  of  the  resignation  of  .Air.  Holbrook,  who. 
for  a  number  of  years  has  been  sub-master  of 
the  school.  .Mr.  Holbrook.  in  addition  to  his 
work  as  sub-master  and  instructor  in  Latin  and 
Greek,  has  taken  great  interest  in  the  school 
athletics  and  has  acted  as  Faculty  manager,  and 
he  will  be  missed  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 
In  addition  to  this,  we  are  very  sorry  t"  learn 
that  the  school  is  to  lose  .Miss  Nute,  of  the  Eng- 
lish department  and  Miss  Ames,  the  instructor 
in  Household  Arts  and  Sciences. 
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Far  from  being  a  "one-part  play,"  "The 
Strange  Adventures  of  Miss  Brown"  produced 
many  stars.  No  one  actor  seemed  to  be  con- 
sidered the  bright  particular  star.  While  some 
people  were  best  pleased  with  the  humorous  in- 
terpretation of  the  title  part  by  Paul  Blackmur. 
who.  first  as  the  dashing  captain  and  later  as 
the  awkward,  flaxen-wigged  "Miss  Brown"  cer- 
tainly made  a  great  hit  with  the  audience, 
others  were  more  enthusiastic  over  Artemus 
Dingwell's  quite  remarkable  impersonation  of 
the  love-mad  German  music-master;  or  over 
Philip  Rice  in  his  most  laughable  rendering  of 
the  part  of  the  braggart  Scotland  Yard  official. 
Just  as  popularly  spoken  of  as  carrying  off  first 
honors  were :  Winthrop  Saf ford,  whose  work  in 
the  part  of  the  clever  Irish  major  was  perhaps 
the  most  finished  of  all ;  Clara  Mansfield  whose 
sweet  naturalness  won  the  hearts  of  her  audi- 
ence; Jean  Arthur,  with  her  splendid  stage 
presence  and  good  acting  as  the  haughty  school 
mistress;  and  Blanche  Picard  who  deserves 
great  credit  for  the  absolutely  natural  way  in 
which  she  impersonated  the  hospitable,  motherly 


Mrs.  0 'Gallagher.  But  we  cannot  stop  even 
here.  Daisy  Brooks  and  Olive  Fay  created  dis- 
tinct types  of  school-girls  and  as  the  bookish, 
sentimental  Miss  Jones  and  the  dark,  impulsive 
Miss  Schwartz,  respectively  deserve  much  praise. 
Fred  Sutermeister  too  made  a  good  lawyer,  and 
John  Goodhue  made  a  most  successful  debut  as 
Sergeant  Docherty.  And  even  the  three  and 
four-line  parts  were  played  so  well  that  people 
spoke  specially  of  them — of  Emma,  the  maid. 
Marion  Bill,  and  of  Annie  Allen  and  Clara 
Bushnell  as  the  surprisingly  childish  "little 
girls."  As  somebody  remarked,  "They  had 
something  to  do  and  they  did  it." 

From  all  this,  then,  it  appears  that  the  Senior 
play  was  supported  by  an  all-round  cast,  which 
was  indeed  the  truth, — a  cast  which  interested 
the  audience  from  the  rise  of  the  curtain  till  it 
closed  on  the  last  act.  and  kept  it  in  an  almost 
continual  state  of  laughter.  Indeed,  several 
gentlemen  were  heard  to  remark,  as  they  left 
the  hall,  that  they  "enjoyed  this  play  more  than 
many  a  ]\rofessional  show  that  they  had  wit- 
nessed."
